Verkhoyansk is in north latitude 
sixty-seven degrees, on the great 
Arctic plain, scarcely more than 
o1.e hundred and fifty feet above 
the Jewett ea “PFA! 
there would be no town there if it 
were not necessary to Russian 
governmental purposes to have an | 
administration centre for a region 
where many. thrifty Yakuts, the 
fur-trading “Jews of Siberia,” car- 
ry on their operations. 


All its ‘nhabitants, save a few 


lofficiais and other ‘Russians, are 


Yakuts. ‘his does not prevent its 
being a place of some importance, 
for the Yakuts are the most pro- 
gressive people-in Northern Siberia 
excelling the Russians. themselves 
in enterprise and adaytability to 
Siberian conditions of existence. 

The average temperature of the 
winter in Verhoyansk is fifty-three 
degrees below zero, Fahrenheit.

Children’s Clothing. 
Children's clothes are always a prob- 
lem for the mother who makes them 
at home. But even the baby may 


. profit by the suggestions here given. 


For his or her imperial majesty a 

creeping frock may be made by stitch- 

ing an extra piece of material, 10 by 6 

inches, to the center back of any plain 

dress or slip. Attach by means of 

buttons and buttonholes. This band 

is adjusted after putting on the dress, 

which it keeps down over the under-, 
clothes and stockings while-the baby 
fs enjoying himself on the floor. 

In sewing the vents of children’s 
dresses which usually receive the 
hardest of wear the continuous placket 
is the best to use. This is a straight 
strip of material cut on a lengthwise 
thread and sewed to the edges of the 
placket in a straight seam. The seam 
is folded in the middle, and the other 
edge is then hemmed in position. The 
band is turned back on the side of the 
placket, overlapping the outside so as 
to form a facing. On the under side it | 
forms a small extension flap.

Our common flying squirrel, with its 
thin, winglike membrane stretched 
tightly between the extended legs, is 
a typical aeroplane. Thoreau in speak- 
img of such a squirrel says: “It sprang 
from a maple at a height of twenty- 
eight and one-half feet from the ground 
and landed eusily and lightly on the 
ground at the foot of another tree fifty 
and one-half feet away. Its flight was 
not a regular descent. It varied from 
a straight line both horizontally and 
vertically, It skimmed much like a 
hawk, and part of its flight was nearly 
horizontal. There were six trees from. 
six inches to a foot in diameter be- 
tween the beginning and the ending 
of its flight, and these it skimmed part- 
ly round and passed through their 
thinner twigs. It did not, as I could 
perceive, touch a single twig.” Other 
observers huve seen crowds of these 
little creatures in similar sportive gam- 
bols which seem to have no othér ob- 
ject than playfulness or the mere pleas- 
ure of flight.—St. Nicholas.

Phillips, an English- 
man, Mr. Covington excavated more 
than 100 feet at the north base of the 
pyramid, west of the centre, exposi 
nineteen finely cut and perfectly joifi- 
ed casing stones, such as formerly 
covered all the faces of the great. work. 
The first three had been discovered 
and partly cleared in 1887 by Col. (af- 
terward General) Howard-Vyse, and 
again exposed jn 1882 by Prof. Petrie, 
and fuily discussed by him. Last 
season, however, Mr, Covington dia- 
covered and fully cleared sixteen more 
of these interesting stones, and a strip

the well-finished pavement on which | 


they rest; and he has just secured a 
further authorization from the Egyp- 


| tian Government to extend this first 


course examination right out to’ the | 


northwest socket. 
The first four casing stones, being 


at the centre of the great movement |
